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ACT OF INCORPORATION 

Resolution Incorporating the General Convention of the Baptist 
Churches in the State of Connecticut and Vicinity — Passed May, 
1824. 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That Asa Wilcox, Jonathan Goodwin, 
Augustus Bolles, Joseph B. Gilbert, Robert Francis, Elisha Cushman, 
Roswell Burrows, Oliver Wilson, John Turney, Jeremiah Brown, 
Claudius L. Collins, Rufus Babcock, Wm. H. Manning, and Wm. 
Quiner and their associates, be, and they are hereby made and con- 
stituted a body politic and corporate, by the name of the General 
Convention of the Baptist Churches of Connecticut and Vicinity, and 
by that name they and their successors shall and may have perpetual 
succession; shall be capable of suing and being sued, plead and being 
impleaded, in all suits of what nature soever, may have a common seal, 
and the same alter or change at pleasure; and may also have, pur- 
chase, receive, hold, and convey away estate, real, personal, or mixed, 
the annual income of which shall not exceed three thousand dollars. 
Provided that said income, whatever may be the amount thereof, be 
annually expended and appropriated to the purposes designated in 
said petition. 

Said Convention may from time to time, elect a president and such 
other officers and agents as they may find necessary or convenient; 
may make By-Laws respecting the number, qualification, and duties 
of their officers and members, prescribe the mode of election, and 
admission of members, the time, place, and manner of holding their 
meetings; the number necessary to form a quorum, and all other By- 
Laws and regulations the said Convention may deem necessary for the 
government and due regulation of its concerns, to promote and secure 
the essential objects of said Convention as expressed in their Con- 
stitution, not repugnant to the laws of this State or the United States. 

The first meeting of said Convention shall be holden at the Baptist 
Meeting House in the city of Middletown, in the county of Middlesex, 
on the second Wednesday of June, A. D. 1824, at nine o’clock in the 
forenoon. 

This act of incorporation, or any part thereof, may be altered, 
amended or appealed, at the pleasure of the General Assembly. 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That said corporation be here- 
after called and known by the name of “The Connecticut Baptist 
Convention.” 

STATE CONVENTION 
Resolved in Alteration, Passed June 15, 1899 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That the corporation known by the 
name of The Connecticut Baptist Convention, duly incorporated by the 
General Assembly of this state. May session, 1824, may hereafter 
have, purchase, receive, hold, and convey estate, real, personal, or 
mixed, the annual income of which shall not exceed twenty-five 
thousand dollars. 

Resolved in Alteration, Passed April 2, 1909 

Resolved by this Assembly : — That the resolution incorporating The 
Connecticut Baptist Convention be and it hereby is amended by add- 
ing at the end thereof the following: “Said Convention may accept 
and hold absolutely or as trustee, such funds as may be given, devised, 
or bequeathed to it, to be held by it in such manner or way as may 
be directed by the instrument making such gift, devise, or bequest, 
when such funds, or the income therefrom, or reversion thereof shall 
be for the benefit of said Convention or individuals or churches 
affiliated therewith.”

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THE ONE HUNDRED AND NINTH ANNUAL SESSION 
OF THE CONNECTICUT BAPTIST CONVENTION 

Waterbury, Conn., October 13, 14, 15, 1932. 

The One Hundred and Ninth Annual Meeting of The Connecticut 
Baptist Convention was held in the meeting-house of the First 
Baptist Chufch, Waterbury, Connecticut, Rev. David P. Gaines, 
pastor, October 13, 14 and 15, 1932. 

The preconvention meeting was held in the First Baptist Church, 
Waterbury, at 7:30 P. M., with President Timbie in the chair. The 
devotions were led by Rev. C. J. Armstrong, Danielson. 

The program consisted of an address by Rev. Robert A. Ash- 
worth, D.D., of Chicago, on “The New Home Missions”, and an 
address by Rev. Charles A. Wells, New York, on impressions growing 
out of his recent trip to our mission fields having to do with the 
present status of things in Japan and India affecting our missionary 
work. Appropriate special music was rendered by the children’s 
choir. 

The meeting adjourned. 

Friday Morning, October 14 

The Convention was formally called to order by President Rev. 
Burtt N. Timbie, Meriden, at 9:30 A. M. A hymn was sung led 
by Rev. George R. Atha, Groton, chorister. Prayer was offered by 
Rev. I^eroy Crosby, Waterbury. 

Rev. David P. Gaines, pastor of the entertaining church, and 
chairman of the program committee, presented the report of the 
committee in the form of a printed program. This report was adopted. 

Mr. Gaines, on behalf of the First Baptist Church and the other 
Baptist churches of Waterbury, voiced a very cordial welcome. He 
invited the delegates to visit the new Italian chapel and also an- 
nounced that the contract had been let for the new edifice of the 
Grace Church. 

Mr. Timbie, on behalf of the Convention, responded to the welcome 
and then delivered the president’s address. 

The president then appointed the following committees to report 
this year: Resolutions: Rev. S. L. Blanton, New Haven; Rev. L. J. 
Shepler, Mystic; Rev. D. W. Lovett, Willimantic; Dr. A. Avery Gates, 
Hartford; Mrs. B. R. Gardner, Jewett City; Mrs. J. H. Morsehead, 
Waterbury. Place and Preacher: Rev. D. P. Gaines, Waterbury; 
Dr. W. J. Sly, Norwich; Rev. E. E. Scates, Jewett City. 

The annual report of the Board of Managers was submitted by 
General Secretary Elbert E. Gates. Voted: That the report of the 
Board of Managers be adopted and printed in the Annual. 
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(See Report A) 

The report of the Treasurer was submitted by Secretary Gates. 
Voted: That the report of the Treasurer be adopted and published 
in the Annual. 

(See Report B) 

The report of the Finance Committee was reported by Secretary 
Gates, as covered by the reports of the Treasurer and the Board of 
Managers. Voted: That the report of the Finance Committee be 
adopted. 

The annual report of the Committee on Missionary Cooperation 
was submitted by Secretary Horace B. Sloat. Voted: That the 
report of the Committee on Missionary Cooperation be adopted and 
printed in the Annual. 

(See Report C) 

The report of the Department of Christian Education was sub- 
mitted by Secretary Oscar P. Campbell. Mrs. Percival E. Dixon, 
children’s worker for the state, spoke briefly of her work. Voted: 
That the report of the Department of Christian Education be adopted 
and printed in the Annual. 

(See Report D) 

The report of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society was pre- 
sented by Mrs. Charles H. Bidwell, corresponding secretary. Voted: 
That the report of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society be adopted 
and printed in the Annual. 

(See Report E) 

Mrs. F. W. Payne, Hartford, literature secretary for the Woman’s 
Society, spoke on the denominational literature. 

Dr. Robert A. Ashworth, editor of “The Baptist” was introduced 
and spoke briefly on the campaign to secure 5,000 new subscribers 
at $1.00 per year. 

The report of Committee on Evangelism was submitted by Rev. 
J. J. Allen, New London. Voted: That the report be received, 
adopted and placed on file. 

The Committee to Nominate Officers and Managers reported 
through Rev. J. C. Hendrickson, Stamford, as follows: 

President — Rev. Burtt N. Timbie, Meriden 

First Vice-President — Dr. M. C. Burt, Bridgeport 

Second Vice-President — Mrs. Allen W. Brown, West Hartford 

Secretary — Rev. Elbert E. Gates, D.D., Hartford 

For Board of Managers for term expiring 1933, to fill place of 
Rev. P. F. Wolfenden, deceased. Rev. John M. Moore, D.D., 
Bridgeport 

For Board of Managers for term expiring 1933 (see page 3). 

Voted: That the report be received and the chairman of the 
committee be instructed to cast one ballot for the names placed in 
nomination by the Committee to Nominate Officers and Managers. 
The chairman cast the ballot for the members named and they were 
declared elected. 
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Special music was rendered by Mr. and Mrs. Wilbur Allen of 
the local church. 

After the singing of a hymn and prayer by Rev. R. Daniel Trick, 
New Milford, the president introduced Dr. D. C. Macintosh, Yale 
Divinity School, as the preacher of the annual sermon. Dr. 
Macintosh spoke on the progress and decline of religion in New 
England, based on 1st Thess. 5:21. He urged that “We hold fast 
that which is good in the old-time religion — the religion of our 
fathers.” 

The Convention adjourned after prayer and the benediction by 
Rev. E. M. Conway, Wallingford. 

Friday Afternoon 

The session was called to order by President Timbie. The devo- 
tional service was conducted by Rev. L. F. Requa, Southington. 

President Timbie introduced Miss Mary L. Howard, Hartford, 
president of the State Woman’s Mission Society, and asked her to 
preside during the period of the program devoted to woman’s work. 
Miss Howard delivered an address on “Woman’s Extra Task.” 

Miss Elizabeth M. Gates, Hartford, state college counselor, was 
introduced and spoke briefly of the necessity of having college coun- 
selors in all the local churches. 

Miss Irene Dolbey, Capiz, P. I., was then introduced by Miss 
Howard, who spoke of her work in the Philippines. Miss Dolbey 
appeared in native costume. 

President Timbie resumed the chair and introduced Dr. Ashworth, 
who spoke briefly on religious journalism with special reference to 
“The Baptist.” He also presented Dr. David A. Pitt, Norwich, as 
chairman of a special committee in Connecticut on the 5,000 new 
subscribers campaign. 

After the offering and the singing of a hymn, Dr. Paul H. Vieth, 
of Yale Divinity School, was introduced and spoke on “The Spiritual 
Objectives of Christian Education.” 

Mrs. D. W. Lovett, Willimantic, spoke on the Baptist magazine 
“Missions.” 

Dr. J. F. Barton, president of the State Men’s Council, gave an 
address on “S.O.S. Call for Men.” 

A vocal solo was rendered by Mrs. Erlbach of the First Church. 

After the singing of a hymn, the president invited Rev. H. B. 
Sloat to introduce Dr. Bernard C. Clausen, Syracuse, New York, who 
spoke on “Pray It Through.” 

After prayer and benediction by Secretary Gates the Convention 
adjourned. 

Women’s Banquet 

The women’s banquet was held in St. John’s Episcopal Church 
at 5:30 P. M. with Miss Mary L. Howard, presiding. An interesting 
program was rendered with Miss Dorothy A. Stevens, New York, as 
the principal speaker. There were 250 women present. 
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Men’s Banquet 

The men’s banquet was held in the Y, M. C. A. at 6:30 P. M. 
Dr. J. F. Barton presided. Two hundred men attended. Dr. Clausen 
was the speaker. The following officers were elected: President,

Friday Evening 

The session was called to order at 8:00 P. M. by Vice-President 
Dr. M. C. Burt. Rev. Henry E. Hodge, Putnam, conducted the 
devotional service. Music was rendered by the church quartet. 

Dr. Burt asked Mr. Gaines to introduce as the first speaker of the 
evening Dr. Francis A. Henson, New Haven, executive secretary of 
the National Religion and Labor Foundation, who spoke on “The 
End of an Epoch.” 

Music was rendered by the quartet and an offering was taken. 

Dr. P. H. J. Lerrigo, New York, was introduced and spoke on: 
“God and the World Storm.” 

After prayer and benediction by Rev. Victor F. Scalise, Rowayton, 
the Convention adjourned. 

Saturday Morning 

The Convention was called to order at 9:30 A. M. by President 
Timbie. The devotional service was conducted by Rev. George H. 
Strouse, Fitchville. 

The Convention adjourned to give the Connecticut Baptist Educa- 
tion Society opportunity to hold its annual meeting. After the 
adjournment of the Society President Timbie called the Convention 
to order and the following business was transacted:

Report of the Obituary Committee was submitted by the secre- 
tary, in the absence of the Chairman, Rev. A. W. Warren, Torrington. 
Voted: That the report be adopted and printed in the Annual. 
President Timbie requested the Convention to stand in silence a few 
moments in memory of the deceased and Dr. Wm. J. Sly offered 
prayer. 
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Mrs. B. R. Gardner, Jewett City, secretary of the Woman’s 
Society, submitted the report on Missionary Education. Voted: That 
the report be adopted. 

At the suggestion of the president and endorsed by the Conven- 
tion, the secretary was authorized to send letters of greeting and 
letters of sympathy, in their illness, to Mrs. A. W. Brown, vice- 
president, Dr. John M. Moore, Rev. H. B. Hutchins and Rev. N. B. 
Prindle. 

The Committee on New Churches, Chairman Rev. P. W. Back, 
Stonington, reported through the secretary that no new churches 
had been organized during the year. 

The Committee on Enrollment reported through Dr. William J. 
Sly that there were upwards of 600 registered delegates and 91 
churches represented. Recommended that the list of churches not 
represented be given to the secretary and he to make contacts with 
the churches with a view of urging representation at the future 
meetings of the Convention. 

The Committee on Place and Preacher reported through Rev. 
David P. Gaines who recommended that the invitation received from 
the Central Church, Norwich, Dr. David A. Pitt, pastor, be accepted 
and that the preacher for the annual sermon next year be Dr. John 
M. Moore, Bridgeport; alternate. Rev. L. F. Requa, Southington. 
Voted: That the report be adopted. 

Voted: That the Convention next year be held on Thursday, 
Friday and Saturday, October 12, 13, 14, 1933. 

Voted: That the Convention stand adjourned at the close of the 
young people’s banquet. 

Voted: That the president be permitted to appoint the Standing 
Committees after the adjournment of the Convention. 

Report of the Committee on Resolutions was submitted by Rev. 
S. L. Blanton, the chairman. (See Report.) Voted: That the report 
be adopted. 

Miss Edith F. Wing, state secretary of the World Wide Guild, 
spoke on the World Wide Guild. 

Miss Jennie Long, secretary for the Children’s World Crusade, 
spoke on her work. 

Miss Pearl Rosser, Philadelphia, delivered an address on Teaching 
Children. 

Dr. J. Quinter Miller, executive secretary of the Connecticut 
Council of Religious Education and the Federation of Churches, 
spoke on the work of these organizations. The Committee on Fed- 
eration of Churches, Rev. E. M. Conway, chairman, reported through 
Dr. Miller. 

After prayer and benediction by Rev. J. J. Allen, New London, 
the Convention adjourned. 
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Saturday Afternoon 

The Convention was called to order at 2:00 P. M. by the president. 

The devotional period was conducted by a group of young people 
from the Huntington Street Church, New London, Rev. Richard I. 
Porter, pastor. Those taking part included Myrtle Stockford, Ruth 
King, Arlene Ward, Virginia Reeve, Lloyd Williams, Emma and 
Lena Lincoln, and Kenneth Lee. 

President Timbie welcomed the young people and gave them to 
understand that they are a part of the Convention. 

A violin solo was rendered by Mrs. W. H. Barsch, Meriden. 

At the request of the president. Rev. 0. P. Campbell introduced 
Dr. John W. Elliott, Philadelphia, who spoke on ‘‘Christian Citizen- 
ship.” 

At this point the Convention was turned over to simultaneous 
conferences under the direction of Mr. Campbell, the Children’s Work: 
Nursery, Miss Thelma Race; Beginners, Miss Maud Dimmock; 
Primary, Mrs. M. L. Johnson; Junior, Miss Pearl Rosser. The Young 
People’s Program was a series of demonstrations by groups of young 
people from the New London, First Church; Norwich, Central Church; 
Bristol Church and the Hartford, Central Church.

Dr. P. H. J. Lerrigo delivered an address on: “Postponing the 
Funeral.” 

The closing prayer was offered by Rev. Victor F. Scalise, 
Rowayton. 

The attendance was over 300. 

The Convention adjourned to meet with the Central Baptist 
Church, Norwich, Conn., October 12, 13, 14, 1933.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

The Board of Managers to The 
Connecticut Baptist Convention, 

Greeting: 

The Board of Managers, Rev. Burtt N. Timbie, president; Elbert 
E. Gates, secretary, submits its one hundred ninth annual report for 
the year 1931-1932. In view of the financial conditions and the 
necessity of keeping within a reduced budget, the report is brief 
and will deal only with matters which should become a part of 
the permanent records. All the activities of the Board and Com- 
mittees are recorded in the minutes of the Board and are open to 
any of the members of our churches. The usual meetings of the 
Board and Committees have been held, with the addition of one 
special session of the Executive Committee. 

Your Board reports with regret and sorrow the death of one of 
its members during the year. Rev. Percival F. Wolfenden, pastor 
of the Bristol Church, who died September 2nd. He was nearly 
52 years of age. The funeral was conducted by Rev. B. N. Timbie, 
president of the Convention, September 4th. Mr. Wolfenden was 
a rare spirit, keen in his thinking, devoted in his service, sincere in 
his friendship, wise in counsel, a strong preacher, sympathetic pastor, 
and served the church, the community, the Association and the Con- 
vention, wisely and well. He served three churches in Connecticut: 
Waterford, First, where he was ordained; Meriden, Main Street, 
and Bristol. He was a useful member of the Committee on New 
Americans. Had he lived, he would have been elected preacher of 
the annual sermon for next year, as he was the alternate this year. 
Our sympathy is extended to the church, Mrs. Wolfenden and her 
children. 

BALANCING THE BUDGET 

At the close of the fiscal year, April, 1930, the treasurer reported 
a deficit of $5,013.25, due to a decrease in receipts from the churches 
and some reduction of income from funds. The Board charged the 
Finance Committee, in cooperation with the chairmen of the Com- 
mittees, with the task of balancing the budget for the year 1932- 
1933. The necessary expenditures for the year were surveyed and* 
the anticipated income was carefully considered. This survey re- 
vealed the fact that if we hope to finance our work the current year 
without increasing the deficit, a reduction in the amounts appro- 
priated for salaries, mission work, aided churches. New American 
fields, denominational and interdenominational organizations — within 
and without the state, must be made. The balanced budget does not 
provide for the deficit of April 30, 1932. The Board regrets very 
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much this action and hopes that it may be temporary. It is inter- 
esting to note that in 1922, the total indebtedness of the Convention 
was $22,000. It was reduced to $13,000 in 1926. In 1929 there was 
a balance on hand of $6.00. The reports showed a balance on hand 
for 1930-1931 and a deficit for 1932. We have been in worse finan- 
cial condition in recent years than we are today. When normal 
business conditions are restored and the churches can return to 
normal giving, the Convention can return to the salaries and appro- 
priations of recent years and carry on its present program without 
incurring indebtedness. It is hoped that in spite of business con- 
ditions that the Board will not be compelled to make further reduc- 
tions in the salaries and appropriations. 

The Convention owned a church building in Fairfield, which has 
been for years occupied by the colored folk of Fairfield. Nearly 
all of the members of the church lived in Bridgeport and there was 
a strong probability that the building would have to be moved 
because of the proposed widening of the highway. An opportunity 
came for the sale of the property to two welfare organizations of 
the Town of Fairfield which netted the Convention between $2,000 
and $2,500. The church was practically closed at the time of the 
transaction. 

The Almira Cone Fund. For years the income from the Almira 
Cone Fund was divided between the Moodus Church and the Con- 
vention. There was a clause in the will stating that should the 
church cease to function, the fund was to revert to the heirs of the 
donor. The clause was not clear and the Board authorized the treas- 
urer to get an interpretation of the will. The heirs of the donor 
were notified and made claim that the whole fund was due them, 
plus compound interest on the income covering a long period of 
years, on the claim that the church had not been functioning as a 
Baptist church. A compromise settlement was arrived at and the 
principal amount of the fund was turned over to the heirs, thus 
closing out the Almira Cone Fund. 

The Hancox-Ludwig house, Stonington, which came to the Con- 
vention by the will of Mrs. Bessie Hancox Ludwig, was leased at 
the time of her death for a number of years, with the agreement that 
the lease could be renewed and that it would be cancelled by the 
death of both of the lessees. Both of the lessees died a few months 
ago. The house was rented for the summer. It is now closed and 
for the time being it is in the care of Rev. Percy W. Back, pastor 
of the First Church, Stonington. Mrs. Ludwig in her will expressed 
the desire that, if possible, the house might be used as a home for 
temporary use of ministers, missionaries, or officers, of the Con- 
vention. The Executive Committee, at a meeting held in July, 
suggested that the matter of establishing a Baptist home for aged 
people might be considered, as the house is a large one — having 
eighteen rooms and might be easily converted into such a home.

The expense of establishing^ and sustaining such a home makes it 
impractical at the present time. It may be a wise thing to do in 
more prosperous times. The Convention may sell the property. 
The sale is subject to a minor restriction. 

The North Lyme Church has discontinued its services but retains 
its church organization. At a meeting held in the spring, at which 
the president and secretary of the Convention were present, the 
church voted to sell the church property to the town and to distribute 
the endowment funds of the church by setting up a fund, the income 
to go to the care of certain cemeteries within the town, another 
share to neighboring Congregational churches — so long as they con- 
tinue to function and, in the event of their closing, become the prop- 
erty of The Connecticut Baptist Convention, and a part of the fund 
was given to the Convention without restrictions. 

The Board, through a committee, has been assisting the First 
African Church, Rockville, to get its deed in proper form. The 
church, by an error in name of organization, deeded the property 
to the Hartford Baptist Association, intending that it should go 
to the Convention. This was not discovered for several years after 
the deed was recorded. The matter is being straightened out and 
the property will be deeded to the church itself. This is recorded 
in these minutes as a warning to churches, or individuals, who in 
devising wills or deeds of property they wish to give the Conven- 
tion, that they be careful in the matter of the corporate name of 
The Connecticut Baptist Convention. 

AIDED CHURCHES 

The list of aided churches will be found in the table accompany- 
ing the Report in the Annual. Three churches have been added to 
the list this year: Bethel Swedish, Hartford; East Killingly, and 
Second Church, Bridgeport. 

NEW AMERICANS 

The list of New American ministers will be found in the table 
accompanying the Report in the Annual. 

In the “New American” department the Hungarian mission. 
South Norwalk, lost its missionary. Rev. Alexander Kinda, who 
accepted a call to Indiana. It was fortunate in securing Professor 
E. L. Kautz, of the International Seminary, East Orange, N. J., as 
a part-time missionary. This arrangement gives the mission high 
class service at reduced cost to the cooperating organizations. 

The American Baptist Home Mission Society cooperates with the 
Convention in helping to support all of the New American missions 
except the Czecho-Slovak missions of Torrington and Bridgeport. 
During the year the Society was compelled to make another reduc- 
tion in the amount it appropriates to this work in Connecticut. It 
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was unfortunate as it added to the financial burden of the Convention 
but it could not be avoided. In connection with the New American 
work it may be that we have come to the time when drastic changes 
will have to be made in carrying on the missions. The Russian 
work which has five stations, is under the leadership of one mission- 
ary, Rev. John Daviduk. Two or three years ago the Ansonia and 
Bridgeport Italian missions were brought under the leadership of 
Rev. Salvatore LoPresti, of Ansonia. A survey may reveal that 
other combinations may be made without detriment to the service 
of the missions. 

SUFFIELD SCHOOL 

Suffield School has had a prosperous year. We are happy to 
report that Headmaster Gage is fully restored to health and is 
able to continue his splendid service in the school. The Connecticut 
Baptist Convention Endowment Fund of the school is steadily grow- 
ing. It has now reached the amount of $31,492.05. The goal of 
this fund is $50,000. The Board recommends that the practice of 
previous years be continued this year; that is, that the sum of 
$5,000 be added to the missionary quota of the Convention, the 
amount to be paid to the school to be determined upon a percentage 
fixed by the relation of the $5,000 to the state quota. 

AFFILIATED ORGANIZATIONS 

The Convention has continued its financial relationship with the 
Woman’s State Mission Society, The Connecticut Baptist Education 
Society, the New England Baptist Conference and the Connecticut 
Federation of Churches. All of these appropriations were accorded 
similar treatment to that given salaries, missions, and other 
appropriations. 

PUBLICATIONS 

We commend “The Connecticut Baptist”, “The Baptist”, “The 
Watchman-Examiner” and “Missions.” We wish to express the ap- 
preciation of the Convention and the churches for the great work 
done by Dr. H. B. Grose, who has recently retired from the editor- 
ship of “Missions.” Dr. Grose in making the magazine one of the 
best, most informing, most readable missionary magazines in the 
world, has made a great contribution to missionary work in all 
parts of the world and especially within our own denominational 
program. He has been succeeded by Dr. William B. Lipphard. 

CONCLUSION 

Your Board recognizes the times in which we are living, the 
problems which we are facing, the difficulties which stand in our 
way and the great opportunity that challenges us. We urge the 
churches and Christian people to face the immediate future with 
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faith and not in fear. A look into the past and a study of great 
outstanding personalities and service, compels us to admire the stead- 
fastness of purpose, the sacrifice in service and a faith in the ulti- 
mate triumph of Him who, in spite of opposition and an unfavorable 
outlook for the future, “kept His face steadfastly set.” In His name 
and in His spirit, we can not only look forward but move forward 
and succeed in giving to our day and generation a ministry that is 
worthy of the name of Christian.

CO-OPERATION 

For the Year Ending April 30, 1932 


To The Connecticut Baptist Convention: 

The past year proved something of a testing time for the religious 
forces of America. The experiences through which our own people 
passed, reacted upon the churches, creating doubt, discouragement, 
and in some cases, drastic curtailment in missionary endeavor. Not- 
withstanding all the exigencies incident to the year in question, 
including most unfavorable economic conditions, Connecticut Baptists 
for the most part, met the situation heroically. While in the area 
of the Northern Baptist Convention, the churches gave to missions 
87% of the amount given the previous year, the Baptist churches of 
Connecticut, gave more than 93% of the amount given in 1930-1931. 

This excellent record was made possible because we have still 
in this state churches and individuals giving according to the 
standard reached during the peak year of the New World Movement. 
There are still those who refuse to lower the missionary banner and 
beat a retreat in the face of the crying needs of a troubled and 
weary world.

GENERAL 

The promotional program sponsored by the National Board of 
Missionary Cooperation, as far as adopted and adapted to our 
churches, was vigorously prosecuted during the past year. A wise 
use was made of selected literature. The stereopticon lectures and 
hymn sets were used in many of our churches. The secretary of 
promotion was constantly in touch with the churches in the interests 
of the whole program. The cooperation of the Woman’s Baptist 
Mission Society of Connecticut and the State Men’s Council was 
whole-hearted and helpful. The splendid spirit of cooperation in the 
office and on the field made possible whatever was achieved through 
the Department of Promotion. 

STATE MEN’S COUNCIL 

The program as sponsored by the Men’s Council, got under way 
last year with an “Outing and Conference”, at Montowese House, 
Branford, in September. Dr. W. H. Bowler, Carl Foss, New York, 
and Dr. J. C. King, missionary from Africa, made up the team that 
led the men, through conference and discussion, to a better under- 
standing of the denominational program and the place of manhood 
in putting it across in the church. 
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The annual banquet was held in Bridgeport, in connection with 
The Connecticut Baptist Convention, with Mattison B. Jones, Los 
Angeles, then president of the N.B.C., as speaker. 

Rallies were held for men in Fairfield, Hartford, New London 
and Stonington Associations in the interests of men’s work in our 
churches. Dr. J. F. Barton, president, and several of the associational 
Councillors made contacts with various groups explaining the T.N.T. 
program for men. 

JANUARY READING 

The annual focussing of the attention of Baptists upon certain 
definite phases of our world-wide program, day by day, for a period 
of thirty-one days, is growing in interest and popularity. “Saddle- 
bags” proved to be the best of our January Booklets to date. The 
supply was not sufficient to meet the demand. '' 7,878 copies were 
distributed to our churches. 

MID-YEAR MEETINGS 

These meetings were held in South Norwalk, New Haven, Hart- 
ford, Willimantic, New London and Noank. The program was keyed 
to the Centenary of the American Baptist Home Mission Society. 
The team consisted of Drs. J C. Robbins and Harry S. Myers, New 
York, and Mrs. Ola Hanson, formerly a missionary to the Kachins in 
upper Burma. The total attendance reached 1,742, the highest in 
the history of such meetings in the state. 98 churches were repre- 
sented and 83 pastors attended. The interest ran high. In addition 
to the team and the office force, more than 100 persons took definite 
parts on the several programs. 

DEPUTATION SPEAKERS 

One of the fruitful agencies in promoting our denominational 
program in the churches was that of deputation speakers, provided 
by the denomination at no cost to the churches enjoying their 
ministry. The following list reveals the nature and scope of the 
interests presented to the churches. National Secretaries (Foreign) 
Drs. James H. Franklin and J. C. Robbins; (Home) Dr. C. S. Det- 
weiler; (Fields Activity Department) Drs. M, D. Eubank, F. E. 
Taylor, Harry S. Myers, G. Clifford Cress, F. A. Agar, Rev. Dana M. 
Albaugh, Rev. R. Donald Williamson, Miss Elsie Kappan and Miss 
Helen Wallace. National Council, William Travers Jerome and Carl 
Foss. (Missionaries) Dr. J. C. King, Rev, and Mrs. H. D. Brown, 
and Mrs. B, B. Hathaway, Africa; Miss Elizabeth Vickland and Rev. 
0. L. Swanson, Assam; Mrs. Ola Hanson, Burma; Dr. and Mrs. E. H. 
Cressy and Rev. and Mrs. E, H, Clayton, China; Dr. William Axling, 
Japan; Mrs. C. R. Vickery (Methodist) India; Miss Pearl Harris, 
Central America. This unusual array of speakers made 197 contacts, 
bringing information and inspiration to our people. 
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STATEMENT 

At the semi-annual meeting of the Board in April, a vote was 
passed recommending, for the consideration of the churches, the 
Baptist Community Canvass, as sponsored by the denomination. The 
Committee of Missionary Cooperation was asked to acquaint the 
churches with this plan. A free packet of literature, setting forth 
the merits of this plan may be secured from the Hartford office. The 
use of this plan in many churches during the past year is felt to be 
responsible for the fine showing of the denomination on April 30. We 
closed the year “with the smallest ratio of financial loss shown by 
any evangelical” denomination of the same numerical strength. 

THE FUTURE 

Your committee appreciates the splendid support of the churches 
during the past year. All honor to “Hold the Line Churches.” Your 
committee recognizes that the current year will impose upon the 
churches greater tests than the past year. We shall be called upon 
to make even greater sacrifices. We will never meet this challenge 
in our own strength. Well may we exclaim — “Who is sufficient for 
these things,” in these times? “Not by might, nor by power, but 
by My spirit, saith the Lord of Hosts.”

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REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF CHRISTIAN 

EDUCATION 

Our program of Christian Education covers the same items with 
some improvements each year. It includes general field work by 
the secretary and the promotion of the denominational program of 
children’s work, vacation schools, leadership training, summer 
assemblies and camps, cooperation with other church bodies, and 
evangelism. In cooperation with The American Baptist Publication 
Society, the State Convention maintains this department. 

GENERAL FIELD WORK 

The secretary has spent over 200 days in the office meeting people 
for personal interviews, building programs, writing for the papers 
and mailing about 10,000 pieces of literature. He has filled 115 
evening engagements and about 100 days on the field. These field 
engagements were given for teaching, making addresses and hold- 
ing conferences, in churches, county and state conventions, staff 
meetings of the Publication Society, conferences with the Council 
of Churches and the various advisory divisions of the International 
Council of Religious Education. 

CHILDREN’S WORK 

Under the efficient leadership of our state children’s work 
director, Mrs. P. E. Dixon, we are glad to report a fine response 
from the churches, in spite of the handicap of part time work on 
a very small budget. She has held 13 teachers’ conferences in 
local churches and taught in our summer assembly at Storrs. A 
survey questionnaire sent out at the close of the year was answered 
by about 75% of the churches. Reports from 89 churches reveals 
64 using closely graded lessons, 34 held pastor’s classes, 34 units 
of credit in leadership training and 124 children under 13 years of 
age uniting with the church. A marked increase in professional 
reading by the workers is noted. An attractive exhibit of work 
done in the churches was collected for use at the State Convention 
and The Northern Baptist Convention. 

VACATION SCHOOLS 

It has been hard for some of the churches to finance the vacation 
school program. With the aid of the Publication Society and the 
State Convention, amounting to $250, good schools were held in 
the mission churches. Our records show schools in 36 churches 
which is better than last year. The educational and evangelistic 
results of these schools cannot be measured. 
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' LEADERSHIP TRAINING 

In addition to our denominational program of leadership training 
we have helped to plan and promote leadership training in coopera- 
tion with the State Council of Religious Education. The secretary 
has taught courses in two community schools and one local church. 
The number of Standard Credit units taken is 94. 

SUMMER ASSEMBLY 

Our assembly at Storrs was one of a very few held this summer 
to report an increase of attendance. We enrolled 106, which is seven 
more than last year. Both the faculty and students entered into 
the program with such enthusiasm that the young people all voted 
it one of the greatest experiences of a lifetime. There was almost 
100% dedication of life to Christ and the service of the church. The 
assembly is giving our young people a definite interest of their 
own through which to make themselves a vital part of our work 
in the State Convention, our National Societies and the world-wide 
missionary program. We were glad to welcome a group of leaders 
this year who came to prepare especially for leadership in the 
teaching of missions. Missionary courses are always among the 
most popular subjects taught. 

OCEAN PARK 

We cooperated as usual in the New England School of Methods 
at Ocean Park, Maine. , The attendance dropped to 560 this year, 
but there was an unusually high quality of work done. 

PIONEER BOYS’ CAMP 

Our fourth season with the boys’ camp brought 39 boys to Camp 
Rainbow. The director was ably assisted by Rev. Claibourne John- 
son, an associate director. Very tangible results were seen in the 
social and religious development of the boys, as well as improve- 
ment in health. Most of these boys would have been deprived of 
any camp privileges and left to the dangers of idleness except for 
the aid we were able to give them. The distinctive feature of our 
camp program is our leadership. They are pastors and experienced 
leaders of boys whereas most camps use inexperienced college boys 
for counsellors. Our chief handicap is the necessity of opening 
before the schools close in order to give up the camp in time for 
the Y. M. C. A. program. 


COUNCIL WORK 

Our office is in close relation to the office of the Connecticut 
Council of Religious Education and the Connecticut Federation of 
Churches. The secretary is a member of a staff of the council made 
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up of the executive secretary and the full time directors employed 
by the Congregational, Episcopal and Methodist churches. A fine 
program of cooperative work is carried on by this staff, especially 
in the promotion of vacation schools, leadership training, county and 
state-wide conferences and conventions.

EVANGELISM 

During the past two years our Committee on Christian Education 
and the Committee on Evangelism have merged their plans in such 
a way as to mutually strengthen and spiritually enrich these two 
phases of our work. A very helpful all-day conference for ministers 
and teachers was held early in January. A survey was made to 
ascertain the conditions and methods of education and evangelism 
in the churches, which proved to be very helpful to pastors and 
teachers. There was an encouraging increase in the number of 
new members reported by the churches. A six-page leaflet, outlining 
the general procedure in building a year’s program in the local 
church has been printed and sent to the churches. These two com- 
mittees are very happy in this joint task and feel that it marks a 
real forward step in our state program. 

LET US INCREASE 

Through the International Council of Religious Education and 
the Federal Council of Churches, the Baptist denomination cooperates 
with the Protestants of North America in adopting the word 
“Increase” as a special emphasis for the next two years. The accent 
in this emphasis is to be on improving the spiritual quality of 
Christian living and effectiveness of all the teaching and evangelistic 
work of the church, as well as increasing the number of people en- 
listed. We recommend this as a slogan around which every church 
may well build its plans and objectives. 

With a deep sense of gratification for the progress made and the 
fine spirit of cooperation on the part of pastors and teachers during 
this year, we turn to the future with good courage. We submit 
St. Paul’s injunction to the Colossians (3:19) as timely for us, that 
the church being “knit together, increaseth with the increase of 
God.”

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REPORT OF WOMAN’S BAPTIST MISSION SOCIETY 

October 14, 1932. 

On the two occasions when our Baptist women have gathered 
during the year, at our May meeting and the House Party, faith 
has been the keynote, buttressed by hope and courage. From our 
state president. Miss Howard, down through the organization to the 
local presidents, has flowed a steady current of unfaltering trust 
and persistent endeavor. At our annual meeting we commemorated 
the Pioneers and realized anew the splendid faith with which those 
young men and women of the covered wagons met, and surmounted 
their difficulties. Again at the recent House Party, our women 
received fresh inspiration from the missionary and guest speakers, 
among whom was Mrs. George Caleb Moor. 

The work of the Society has gone on despite some adverse con- 
ditions. The new project of enrolling every woman in the Northern 
Baptist Convention as a “Giver of Record” has been reported upon. 
The returns from Connecticut show 75 churches enrolling 8,341 
women of whom 3,449 are Givers of Record. 

The White Cross and Literature departments are 100% in their 
work. More and more men, women, and young people are reading 
and enjoying the books on the yearly reading list. 

The Civics chairman has done valiant work: Up to May, 65 
Peace meetings and 28 Public Civic meetings had been held, beside 
much literature distributed. 

Americanization work is increasing. 116 volunteers have gone 
to 167 homes during the year. This represents hundreds of hours 
of friendly, helpful contact between Baptist women and their foreign- 
speaking sisters. 

Our College Counselor is endeavoring to build up a working 
organization which shall include a Counselor in every church, who 
shall serve as a link between our young people away at school and 
college, and the church. 

Our Secretary-Director is sponsoring plans to raise Connecticut’s 
share of the special extra-gift contribution of $150,000 proposed by 
Baptist women to undergird this year’s unified budget. Connecticut 
women have given a good account of themselves in the past in all 
such special efforts. 

In response to the call to prayer, which has gone out to the 
denomination, our prayer chairman, following out the plans made by 
Dr. Clausen, is promoting the prayer life of the women of the State. 

To quote Mrs. George Caleb Moor, in her annual report: “The 
crisis of Christian activities which we are facing is not the sole 
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responsibility of our man power — womanhood must bring to this 
crisis her skill, her loyalty, and consecration.” 

The Baptist women of Connecticut will help to their utmost the 
work and projects of the denomination and the State Convention. 
We must go forward!

REPORT OF CONNECTICUT WORLD WIDE GUILD 

FOR 1931-32 

During these trying times Connecticut Guild girls have changed 
depression to expression and have the following report to their 
credit: 

With nearly 700 girls there have been held 287 program meetings. 

Sixteen chapters have qualified in the reading contest (every 
member having read the five required books) as well as 1,395 books 
read with 10,430 points. $1,660 was given over and above church 
offerings for missions, this amount counting on our state apportion- 
ment and called the “Guild Ties” Gift. Over $200 was spent on 
White Cross materials and much work put into the supplies sent to 
the home and foreign fields. 112 members have “Missions” magazine 
in their homes. National Vesper Sunday was celebrated by 24 
chapters and 32 chapters sent delegates to various assemblies, house- 
parties and rallies, over 500 girls attending these gatherings."

Dorothy Dowell, from the 
Philippines, and Dorothy Humes, formerly with the Hopi Indians, 
were the missionary speakers. Some songs have been composed by 
Guild girls and the singing has been hearty and fine. Our state 
paper “Noble- Wings” issued quarterly brings all the latest Guild 
news to the chapters. Have you a Guild in your church ? If not, you 
are missing a valuable means of carrying on the missionary work 
among the young people, and of spreading enthusiasm among those 
older.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON EVANGELISM 


The Committee on Evangelism has continued the policy of co- 
operation with the Committee on Christian Education and we believe 
with good results. 

A state-wide conference was conducted on January 12th, at 
Calvary Church, New Haven. It was well attended by pastors and 
leaders and was declared by all to be practically helpful. Dr. Samuel 
G. Neal of the A. M. B. S., Rev. Paul Judson Morris, secretary of 
the Vermont Baptist Convention and Mrs. Hilda Ives of the Massa- 
chusetts Federation of Churches, were the speakers. 

At a joint meeting, a plan of program was agreed upon for 
the coming Fall and Winter. A leaflet entitled “Education and 
Evangelism for the Local Church” was prepared by Rev. O. P. 
Campbell and distributed to the pastors and leaders, outlining certain 
objectives and offering each church such help as the committees 
might render to strengthen the work in the local field. The major 
suggestion involved a series of conferences on evangelism and edu- 
cation conducted by a group of workers available for any church. 
We urge the acceptance of this help. 

The Committee on Evangelism feels that there should be a larger 
inter-change of pastoral service and suggest that arrangements 
be made for pastors to assist each other in special services and in 
visitation campaigns or conference discussion. The committee will 
be glad to help arrange such contacts. 

The year has been one of steady gain in spite of the economic 
upheaval, the incomplete record showing an increase of members 
by baptism, over a year ago. 

We urge a deeper cultivation of the spiritual life of our members, 
a consistent conduct in all things, a loyal support of all services 
of the church and universal practice of stewardship principles.

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REPORT OF THE OBITUARY COMMITTEE 

Jlev, Raymond Maplesden 

Rev. Raymond Maplesden was born in Maidstone, England, in 
1857, and died in New York City, December 18, 1931. He was 
educated in England. After ordination he went to India, as a mis- 
sionary, and was pastor of the English-speaking church in Madras, 
under The American Baptist Foreign Mission Society. He served 
in India fifteen years and then came to the United States and 
became pastor of the First Baptist Church, Middletown, Conn., and 
later financial secretary of Suffield School, then Connecticut Literary 
Institute, and served for twenty-five years. During his service in 
Suffield the endowment of the school was doubled and the number 
of boarding students increased from njne to more than one hundred 
and twenty-five, due in no small part to his faithful and devoted 
work. In addition to his Suffield work he served as interim pastor 
and supply preacher in many churches in the state. He was buried 
in Suffield. 

Rev. Dryden Williams Phelps, Litt.D. 

Rev. Dryden Williams Phelps, Litt.D., was born in New Haven, 
Conn., March 16, 1854, and died in Berkeley, California, December 
22, 1931. He was the son of the late Dr. S. Dryden Phelps and a 
brother of Prof. William Lyon Phelps, Yale University. He was 
graduated from Hopkins Grammar School, New Haven, and entered 
Yale University in the class of 1876, a classmate of President 
Hadley. After a year in Yale, he transferred to Brown University 
and graduated in 1877. He studied in Hartford Theological Seminary 
and took his B.D. at Yale Theological Seminary in 1892. His 
pastorates included Wilmington, Vermont and the First Groton 
Baptist Church, located in old Mystic, Conn. For years he was 
chairman of the obituary committee of The Connecticut Baptist 
Convention. His funeral was held in Calvary Baptist Church, New 
Haven, Conn., of which he was a member. His encyclopaedia 
knowledge and memory of churches and ministers was marvelous. 

Rev. Walter T. Aiken 

Rev. Walter T. Aiken was bom in Norwalk, Conn., January 1, 
1884, and died in Mittineague, Mass., December 31, 1931. He received 
the degrees of B.A., B.D. and M.A. from Colgate University and 
M.R.E., Newton Theological Institution. He was ordained in Noank, 
June 4, 1912, and was pastor there for two years. He was pastor 
of Memorial Baptist Church, Bridgeport, 1914 and 1915, during 
which time he studied at Yale Divinity School. From 1915 to 1917 
he was teacher of English and Bible in Suffield School. He was 
pastor of Calvary Baptist Church, Torrington, Conn., 1917. to 1922. 
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He took post graduate courses in Harvard University and Hartford 
Theological Seminary, He was secretary of the Hartford Council 
of Religious Education and Federation of Churches and pastor of 
the Congregational Church, Wilson, Conn. His last pastorate was 
with the Congregational Church, Mittineague, Mass., from 1926 
to the time of his death. He was buried in Norwalk, Conn, 

Rev. Charles A. Moss 

Rev. Charles A. Moss was pastor of the First Baptist Church 
(Colored), Milford, Conn., where he died January 3, 1932. He 
studied in Yale Divinity School. Dr. Luccock, Yale, conducted the 
funeral service. He was buried in Milford. 

Rev. John Harrison Thompson 

Rev. John Harrison Thompson, son of the late Dr. Henry M. 
Thompson, a former president of The Connecticut Baptist Conven- 
tion, was born in loWa City, Iowa, May 20, 1884, and died in Detroit, 
Michigan, January 14, 1932, He was a B.A. of Brown University 
and a B.D. and later a trustee of Newton Theological Institution. 
He was ordained in Holyoke, Mass., July 3, 1908, He held pastorates 
in the following churches: First Baptist Church, Holyoke, Mass., 
1908-11; Ludlow, Vermont, 1911-13; Randolph, Vermont, 1913-16; 
state evangelist, Vermont Baptist Convention, 1913-14. He was 
pastor in the South Norwalk Church, 1916-19; rural survey super- 
visor, Interchurch World Movement, 1919-20; pastor of First Bap- 
tist Church, Portland, Maine, 1920-24; Ruggles Street Baptist Church, 
Boston, Mass., 1925-26; Wollaston, Mass., 1926-30; Northwestern 
Baptist Church, Detroit, Mich., 1930 until his death. He was buried 
in Westboro, Mass. 

Rev. John C. Huber 

Rev, John C. Huber was born in Switzerland, December 21, 1854, 
and came to America with his parents in youth. His first service in 
the Christian ministry was with the Methodist Episcopal Church, but 
the major part of his ministry was with Baptist Churches in the 
following places: Newark, N, J.; Meriden, Conn.; Kiloloe, Ontario; 
and Cowlesville, N. Y. He died in East Rochester, New York, Janu- 
ary 22, 1932. He retired a few years ago after a period of fifty-two 
years in the active ministry, and made his home with his daughter 
in East Rochester, N. Y. He was a faithful and efficient minister 
of Jesus Christ and left a commendable record of devoted service 
among the churches served. 

Rev. St. Clair Grimstead 

Rev. St. Clair Grimstead was born in Virginia in 1865, and died 
in New London, Conn., March 5, 1932. He was converted in early 
life and united with the African M. E. Church, which he served as 
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superintendent of its Bible school and a class leader. He received 
his training in Norfolk Mission College, Norfolk, Va., a Presbyterian 
school for the training of colored youth. He was ordained as a Bap- 
tist minister and held pastorates in New Jersey and at Shiloh Baptist 
Church, New London, Conn., the scene of his last active service. 

Rev. Lyman Shelby Johnson 

Rev. L 3 nnan S. Johnson was born in Winsted, Conn., September 
30, 1838, and died in New Britain, Conn., September 2, 1932. His 
parents moved to Unionville, Conn., and later lived in Ellington and 
Vernon, Conn., and Salem, New Jersey. He received his education 
in Salem. He was converted and baptized by Rev. E. P. Bond, 
and united with the First Baptist Church, New Britain, in 1867. 
In 1859 he married Miss Mary Elizabeth Blow, who was instrumental 
in his conversion. He was a Civil War veteran, took part in several 
battles and was in Libby Prison. He studied at Middletown Insti- 
tute and began preaching in Cromwell, Conn. Later he served the 
following churches: Cohoes, North Hebron and Granville, New 
York, and at St. Albans, Vermont. Ill health compelled his retire- 
ment and he removed to New Britain and engaged in City Mission 
work. He was probation officer and superintendent of charities 
for a number of years. 


Rev. P. F. Wolfenden 

Rev. Percival F. Wolfenden was born in Melbourne, Australia, 
November 9, 1880, and died in Bristol, Conn., September 2, 1932. 
He studied in the University of Michigan Law School, 1899-1901, 
1902-1903; Newton Theological Institution, 1910-1913. He was or- 
dained in First Baptist Church, Waterford, Conn., October 9, 1913. 
His pastorates were all in Connecticut: First, Waterford, 1913-20; 
Main Street, Meriden, 1920-23; First, Bristol, 1923 to the day of his 
death. He was a member of the Board of Managers of The Con- 
necticut Baptist Convention and served on important committes. 
A Christian gentleman and a delightful fellow-worker. 

Rev. A. J. Hughes 

Rev. Adoniram Judson Hughes was born in St. John, N. B., June 
27, 1855, and died in Philadelphia, Pa., November 23, 1930. In early 
life he was a printer and reporter. He received his educational 
training in the Academy at Bucknell University and Crozier Seminary. 
He was pastor in Chester, Conn., where he was ordained in Sep- 
tember^ 1884. After a three years’ pastorate in Chester he removed 
to Eastport, Maine, and three years later to Grafton, Mass. His 
other pastorates were Phoenixville, Pa., 1893; Central Square Church, 
East Boston, Mass., 1899; Chestnut Hill Church, Philadelphia, Pa., 
1905; First Church, Everett, Mass., 1906; Needham, Mass., 1921.

Rev. Henry B. Rankin 

Rev. Henry B. Rankin was born in Reading, Pa., January 24, 1865, 
and died in his old home October 4, 1932. At an early age he united 
with the Berean Baptist Church, Reading, Pa. He was educated in 
the Reading Schools, Bucknell University, Shurtleflf College and 
Gordon College. He was Y. M. C. A. secretary in Allentown, Pa. 
and Greenfield, Mass. He intended taking up service as a missionary 
in China, but circumstances prevented. He was ordained by the 
Turner’s Falls Baptist Church, September 5, 1891. He had pastorates 
in Philadelphia, Easton and Sewickley, Pa. He was director of 
religious work in the Y. M. C. A. at Erie, Pa. He was later pastor 
in Noank, Conn., Newport and Ludlow, Vt. He was made pastor- 
emeritus of the Ludlow Church, June 19, 1932. He organized the 
Rankin Brotherhood, a men’s organization in Newport, Vt. Failing 
health caused his retirement and he returned to Reading, Pa. He 
was married to Miss Mary Sears, in Norwich, Conn., June 16, 1891. 
His wife and two sons survive him.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON RESOLUTIONS 

RESOLVED, that we desire to express to Pastor Gaines and 
the members of the First Baptist Church of Waterbury, our deep 
appreciation of their splendid hospitality, both in the use of their 
excellent church building and in the opening of their homes so 
hospitably for our entertainment. We appreciate the efforts of 
the many workers who have labored so faithfully to make this 
Convention the helpful occasion it has been. 

RESOLVED, that it is our conviction that there should be a more 
general use of our denominational papers and magazines. We 
believe no Christian home is complete without the educational ad- 
vantages and the stimulus brought by these periodicals, and we owe 
it to those who have made them what they are to support them 
in their efforts. 

RESOLVED, that every reasonable effort should be made to 
keep our missionary activities as a denomination from further re- 
trenchment; and the desire fostered to restore them to their former 
standing at the earliest possible moment. We rejoice in the deep 
interest that has been aroused by the **Pray-It-Through” movement 
and we commend that movement to all our churches. 
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RESOLVED, that Christians everywhere should do all in their 
power to make temperance a reality in this country and in the world. 
We believe we are better off as a people with than without the 
Eighteenth Amendment and we deprecate any attempt to remove it 
from our Constitution, either by private interests or political parties. 
We call to the especial attention of pastors and Church School 
leaders the need of a more systematic and earnest presenting of the 
evils of drink, the value of temperance and the long history of the 
temperance movement. 

RESOLVED, that we favor the entrance of the United States into 
the World Court; also international cooperation between nations 
looking toward a better and more sympathetic understanding of the 
problems that lead to war. We favor drastic reduction of assess- 
ments and recommend that compulsory military training in state 
school be discontinued. 

RESOLVED, that we would call the attention of the pastors and 
their churches to the urgency of the study of the Report of the 
Legislative Commission on Jails, May 5, 1932, providing for a central 
state farm for all convicted prisoners in the interest of justice, the 
well-being of the convicted men and economy of funds. 

RESOLVED, that we should give our support to every effort 
that is being made in Connecticut to enforce the laws relating to 
conditions of labor in industry. And further, it is our conviction 
that we should strive to erect standards of industrial relationships 
that will provide for old age pensions, unemployment insurance, 
minimum wages consistent with a decent standard of living, regu- 
lation of the hours of work, and the elimination of child labor.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON FEDERATION OF 

CHURCHES 

During the past year the Connecticut Federation of Churches and 
The Connecticut Council of Religious Education have been working 
out plans for the ultimate merging of the two organizations which 
we hope will be consummated at the Annual Meeting and Convention 
of the Federation and Council in New Haven on December 2 and 
3 of this year. This will mark the most important' step in 
Protestantism that has yet taken place. Not only has this achieve- 
ment won the interest of people in our state, but our Executive 
Secretary, J. Quinter Miller, has received many communications 
from leaders in different parts of the country who are following 
this move toward greater Christian Unity. 

Our Social Service Committee, through the chairmanship of Pro- 
fessor Fleming James of Berkeley Divinity School, has striven to 
keep alert of the pressing social needs in Connecticut. To this end 
at the different meetings held the following questions have been dis- 
cussed and such action taken as deemed wise: A conference with 
Brigadier General 'William F. Ladd regarding orders issued to the 
National Guard of Connecticut concerning riot duty; an endeavor to 
secure as Industrial Investigator of the state. Miss Helen Wood of 
New Haven, or some equally competent woman. Miss Wood was 
appointed by Commissioner Joseph M. Tone to this post; a study 
of jail conditions and an effort to secure the passage by the next 
Legislature of a bill to be sponsored by the State Corhmission on 
Jail Investigation providing for a central institution to supersede 
the smaller jails. The report by the State Commission has been sent 
to all the ministers of the state through the cooperation of our 
State Librarian, George S. Godard; cooperating with the State Child 
Welfare Commission; inquiring into the possibility of terminating 
compulsory military training at the Connecticut Agricultural College 
and a study of the situation created by the publication of the “Bridge- 
port Herald.” 

Rev. Truman H. Woodward, chairman of the Comity Committee, 
has called several meetings at which were discussed “An under- 
churched community” and “Over-churched towns.” The committee 
also recommended that we approve the action to engage Rev. David 
Kelsey by the denominations to more adequately minister to the 
needs of the people in the rural field in Middlesex County. 

The International Relations Committee, Rev. Roscoe Nelson, 
Chairman, has worked effectively on such matters as The World 
Court, Peace Education, etc. An outline “Creating the Will to Peace” 
has been worked out for discussion by Mrs. R. P. Nason and this 
has been widely distributed. 
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The Committee on Rural Life and Work, Rev. E. L. Richards, 
Chairman, has been most active. Matters considered by this com- 
mittee have been: Rural church architecture and how to improve 
it; improving the quality of moving pictures; the church’s approach to 
the New American; the need for fellowship between church leaders 
in rural Connecticut; and the feasibility of cooperating with Storrs 
College in providing for religious emphases during Farmers’ Week. 
The Federation through this committee had a major part on the pro- 
gram during Farmers’ Week. A survey of the state entitled 
“Every Community Survey of Connecticut” is now ready for distri- 
bution. 

The Federation is vitally interested in the course of religious 
education at Storrs, of which Rev. J. Garland Waggoner is director. 
The courses outlined for this year are to be given under the super- 
vision of the college through the cooperation of the Storrs Church 
and the Connecticut Federation of Churches with Prof. Karl R. 
Stolz and Prof. A. J. William Myers of the Hartford School of 
Religious Education as instructors. The courses are “Introduction 
to the English Bible”, second semester, one credit, one class period; 
open to freshmen, sophomore and to others, with consent of instructor, 
to be given in 1932 and 1933. “Agencies and Materials of Religious 
Education,” second semester, one credit, one class period, open to 
juniors and seniors and to others with consent of instructor, to be 
given in 1932 and 1933, and alternate years. “The Life and Teaching 
of Jesus,” second semester, one class period, open to juniors and 
seniors and to others with consent of instructor, to be given in 1933 
and 1934. “The Message of the Old Testament Prophets,” second 
semester, one credit, one class period, open to juniors and seniors 
and to others with consent of instructor, to be given in 1934 and 
1935. “Principles of Religious Education,” second semester, one 
credit, one class period, open to juniors and seniors and to others 
with consent of instructor, to be given in 1933 and 1934 and alternate 
years.

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Minutes of the One Hundred Sixtieth Annual Meeting, Held with the 
Third Baptist Church of North Stonington, Conn., 
Wednesday, June 8, 1932. 

The One Hundred Sixtieth Anniversary Meeting of the Stonington 
Union Association was called to order by the Moderator, Rev. 
R. W. E. DeWolfe, at 10 o’clock. After the invocation by the 
Moderator, followed by the Lord’s Prayer, and the singing of “Lead 
On, 0 King Eternal,” the letter of the entertaining church was read. 
Report of the Treasurer of the Widows’ Fund was read and accepted. 
Reports of the Treasurer and Auditor were called for, and permission 
given to defer until afternoon. After singing of “True Hearted, 
Whole-hearted” the Clerk read the letters of the churches. After 
the singing of “Christian Dost Thou See Them?” the Moderator 
appointed as the Nominating Committee, Rev. A. E. Hylan, Rev. 
G. P. Jones, A. V. Morgan, Harold Hopkins and Mrs. Carl Gallup. 
The morning offering was taken following a solo by Miller Thorn- 
ton. Rev. F. S. Robbins reported for the Obituary Committee, read- 
ing the names of 54 persons who had gone to their reward during 
the year. Rev. L. J. Shepler offered prayer and all joined in singing 
“How Firm a Foundation.” Rev. B. U. Hatfield read a Scripture 
lesson and after the singing of “Onward Christian Soldiers,” the 
annual sermon was delivered by Rev. P. W. Back of Stonington on 
“The Seven Wonders of Scripture.” Following the singing of “Jesus 
Shall Reign Where’er the Sun”, the benediction was given by the 
Moderator. The attendance at the morning session was 188. 

The Woman’s Missionary Program was presented at 1:30 P. M., 
devotions being conducted by Mrs. H. M. Thompson. The address 
was by Dr. Richard S. Buker. Mrs. G. H. Prior was in the chair. 

At 2:30 the Moderator took the chair and called for the report of 
the Nominating Committee. The report was read and accepted, and 
the Clerk was instructed to cast one ballot for the nominees, which 
was done, and the new officers were declared elected. The Com- 
mittee on Resolutions next reported through its chairman. Dr. E. P. 
Fitch. The resolutions called for more aggressive effort in evangelism, 
for the support of the Eighteenth Amendment and for the sup- 
port of means looking toward a warless world. The report was 
adopted. The Missionary Committee submitted two reports, one by 
the Treasurer and one by the Missionary, Rev. F. S. Robbins. Both 
reports were accepted. The Association’s Treasurer, C. C. Zabriskie, 
reported for the year, indicating a balance on hand of about $115, 
with some anticipated income. In order to assist the Missionary 
Committee in meeting its obligations it was voted to appropriate 
the sum of $64.00 from the treasury of the Association. The Auditor 
reported all accounts audited except those of the Missionary Com- 
mittee and the Widows’ Fund. The report of the Auditor was ac- 
cepted. The Association ordered that hereafter all accounts including 
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those of the Missionary Committee and the Widows’ Fund shall be 
subject to audit. After an offering was taken, the Moderator called 
for the report of the Committee on Associational Boundaries. The 
Committee reported progress in negotiations with a similar com- 
mittee from the New London Association. It was explained that 
a division was discussed by the committees which would establish 
one association of churches along the shore from the Connecticut 
River to Rhode Island and extending as far north as Quaker Hill 
and Old Mystic, leaving to the other association all churches north 
of such territory. The Committee recommended action on final plans 
to be submitted next year. It was voted to accept the report and 
continue the Committee.
